I  am  a  Canadian,  a  graduate  of 
Toronto  '08, (B. A.),  of  Victoria  in  '10,  (3.D.), 
of  Yale  'll,  (M.A.),  and  have  been  graduated  by  the 
latter  University  to  the  degree  Eh.D.  this  spring.  In 
addition  to  my  work  in  Hew  Haven  I  have  had  the  continuous 
pastorate  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Derby, 
Conn. ,  anj^  adjacent  city.  My  graduate  academic  activities 
have  all  been  either  in  the  department  of  social  6gy  or 
the  correlated  studies.  Anthropology,  Economics,  Ethics, 
Immigration,  Labor  Problems,  etc.  Ily  experience  in 
Practical  or  Applied  Sociology  has  been  for  the  most  part 
with  Prof.  W.  B.  Bailey,  ( 26  Edgewood  Ave.,  Hew  Haven, 
Conn.),  whom  I  have  assisted,  reading  his  courses, 
examining  all  the  s^ident3  in  Practical  Sociology, 
Practical  Philanthropy,  American  Social  Conditions,  etc. 
Two  years  ago  I  took  part  in  the  invest igat ion  of  the 


State  for  publication  in  the  interests  of  the  Society  of 
Social  Hygiene.  I  have  beonnln  very  close  touch  with  Prof. 
Bailey  in  his  work  as  Secretary  of  the  Hew  Haven  Organized 
Charities,  which  institution  he  uses  as  a  clinic  field  for 
the  training  of  students  in  the  department  of  Social 
Service. 

On  the  purely  scientific  side  of  th? 
subject  which  Yale  considers  of  even  more  importance  than 
the  practical  (  as  a  student  thoroughly  grounded  in  the 
principles  of  the  science  can  readily  and  unassisted  apply 
them  to  pathological  social  conditions)  I  can  best  refer 
you  to  Prof.  A.  Gr.  Keller,  (122  Huntington  St.  Hew  Haven) 
under  whom  I  wrote  my  thesis,  who  is  head  of  the  department 
of  the  Social  Sciences  at  Yale  and  familiar  with  at  1  my 
work.  Prof.  H.  P.  Fairchild  (185  St.  Ronan  St.,  Hew 
Haven)  and  Prof.  Embree( office  of  the  Yale  University 
Secretary)  also  have  hav<*-a  line  on  my  graduate  activities 
there. 

If  you  are  willing  to  get  into 
touch  with  any  of  these  men  I  think  they  would  volunteer 
you  a  better  estimate  of  my  suitability  for  the  position 
than  I  could  give. 

If  you  will  be  back  in  Canada  by 
early  part  of  September  and  would  like  to  have  me  do  so 
I  can  confer  v/ith  you  personally  in  Toronto  as  I  shall

I  have  been  approached  regarding 

the  position  occassioned  by  the  death  of  Prof*  Chamber- 

lin  in  Olark  University  and  this  is  still  pending;but  I  an 

a  Canadian,  my  people  live  here,  I  know  our  political, 

industrial  and  social  institutions  and  conditions  better 

than  those  of  U.3*A*;and  I  much  prefer  to  begin  where  I 

purpose  doing  the  major  part  of  my  life-work*  Little  has 

been  done  in  Canada  in  the  field  of  sociology  so  that  it  is 

comparatively  virgin  soil  for  study  and  publication* 

Furthermore .this  position  is  especially  attractive  to  me 

as  Toronto  is  my  Alma  Mater  as  well  as  that  of  my  wife, 

whose  people  still  live  in  the  city;  and  I  feftl  that  to

highly  conducive  to  tne/  science  and  its  Practical 
ramifications. 

It  occTarod  to  me  also  that  after 
the  department  was  started  tha4  there  might  be  an  opening

left  Quae ns  I  knowof  no  scientific  courses  in  Sociology 
in  the  Dominion,  of  the  biddings.  Ward,  Sumner  or 
Cumplowicz  type,  and  the  need  for  ouch  is  seen  in  the 
fact  that  the  Canadian  students  desiring  to  train  for 
Sociologicl  work  have  to  go  to  American  or  European 
Universities,  and  too  frequently,  patriotic  and  family 


considerations  notwithstanding,  the  higher  financial 
and  social  opportunities  there  make  then  ultimately 
Americans •

enterprise  giving  to  it  every  ounce  of  energy,  intelligence 
and  concentrated  experience  I  possess.
